And who was this woman, whose 



Catherine was born in 1347, in Siena, Italy, and died on April 29, 1380. Since her 

canonization of sainthood by the Catholic church, Catholics celebrate the date of her 

death as her feast day. During her brief thirty-three years, she lived a full life 

and used her God-given talents among her large family, the poor and sick of Siena, people who came 

to her for advice and spiritual direction — both men and women: artists, musicians, politicians, 

soldiers, lawyers, Church leaders. Above all, she valued prayer and her relationship with God. 

According to Sister Magdalen Coughlin, former president of Mount St. Mary's College and the initiator 
of Siena Day, 

Catherine of Siena lived deeply and fully in a time not unlike our own. She engaged 
in issues with the fearlessness and candor of intelligence and deep commitment to 
God. .. 

Our "Siena Day" each spring is intended to highlight the importance of developing and 
using one's potential for one's own time — but in a way that contributes positively 
to many — and to all time. 

This year, to avoid the end-of-April rush of activities, Siena Day has been moved to March 20, which 
appropriately occurs during National Women's History Month. Our two presenters — Mimi Simson and her 
daughter, Shelley Simson Plotkin — are, like Catherine, women of their time. They, too, value their 
family, professions, people who seek their advice, and the role God has in their lives. On Siena 
Day, they will share their personal journeys as mother and daughter — as women. Watch for more 
detailed information on Siena Day posters and flyers regarding THE MOTHER-DAUGHTER CONNECTION .

The Mount is currently entering into a year-long process 
to prepare for our 10-year accreditation visit, which is scheduled 
for March 1992. It is important that all members of the Mount 
community are informed about what is involved in an accreditation 
visit, and that as many people as possible actually participate 
in the process. 

Since the Mount exists for the purpose of education, and 
since students are at the center of the Mount's life, this 
article is to let you know what is happening, and how you can 
become a part of it. 

The word right now is "WASC" — standing for the Western 
Association of Schools and Colleges, the accrediting agency 
for the western region of the United States. Our preparation 
for the WASC visit a year from now consists primarily of a self- 
study, involving the entire Mount community, to look at ourselves 
in the light of the nine WASC standards of excellence in college 
education. This self-study is now getting underway, propelled 
by task forces composed of a cross-section of the Mount: faculty, 
administration, staff, students. 

On the back of this page is information to show how we 
are getting our self-study organized. A steering committee 
has been formed to give leadership to the self-study process, 
and the membership of that committee is listed. The steering 
committee has set up task forces to address WASC's nine standards. 
Look on the back of this page for the list of task forces, 
with names of those chairing the groups. 

Task forces are currently putting together their membership, 
and it is essential that students be part of these groups. 
As members of the steering committee, we are inviting you to 
become involved. 

If you would like to serve as student member of any of 
these task forces, please give your names to Sophia Diaz or 
Maria Avila within the next few days. They will then be able 
to put together a list of interested students from which task 
force members can be chosen. 

Most of the task force activity will be during this spring 
semester and part of the fall semester. 

This self-study is a wonderful opportunity for the whole 
Mount community to look at what we are, what we want to continue 
and make better, and what we may want to change as an excellent 
Catholic college for women moving into the 21st century.

Summer School : If you are planning to attend a SUMMER SCHOOL other than 

MSMC, you need to do several things before registering for your class(es): 

1. Decide what you want/need to take and where you will take the class (es). 
(Ordinarily, a student does not take more than 6 units in summer . ) 

2. Verify that those courses are going to be offered. Most of the community colleges 
will have their schedule ready soon. The 9 L.A. Community Colleges (ELAC, LACC, 
Valley, Harbor, West, Southwest, Trade-Tech, Pierce, Mission) will NOT have them 
ready until later. Most summer sessions (unless a 2 session plan) begin around 
June 2 . Phone the college (s) of your choice & ask them if the course (s) will be 
offered: if the registrar can't answer, try the department; also, ask them to 
send you a class schedule of Summer Session. (These are not available in the 
Advisement Center.) 

3. Get a Transfer of Credit Clearance form from the Registrar's Office / Advisement 
Center. "A student. .. .must file a Transfer of Credit Clearance with all 
approvals. .. .prior to registration in the course for which approval has been 
obtained." This is an excerpt from the catalog. The entire policy regarding 
taking classes elsewhere, after enrollment in MSMC, is found on page **"& in the 
90-fjL catalog; PLEASE fallow the policy. 

A. CHECK with your Advisor /Advisement Center to be SURE that the courses are 
TRANSFERABLE to MSMC and SATISFY what you intend to do. 

5. Get your advisor's signature; if the course(s) is/are to satisfy program require- 
ments, you will need your program director's signature in #1 of the form. 

6. In filling out the section for title and course number, please fill it out 
CORRECTLY. The title space is NOT the course number and the course number space 
is NOT the index or section number. For example: Business Law I is the title 
for the L.A-. Community College where it's being offered and the course number is 
Bus 5 NOT 116A2. In most community college class schedules, the title of the 
course and the course number are at the top of the listing and section/index 
number is below with the days/times. If you need assistance filling this out 
please ask someone in the Advisement Center. 

7. PLEASE BE SURE TO DISCUSS WITH YOUR ADVISOR YOUR PLANS; do not presume that you 
may take classes off campus. 

8. BEFORE bringing the form to the Advisement Center, make sure you have ALL of the 
necessary signatures; Be sure that you do paperwork BEFORE you enroll in a class 
off campus. Until the form has been completed, reviewed by the Director of 
Advisement and, then, signed by the Dean of the Campus, you cannot be sure that 
the course is approved. 

9. If you cannot do the necessary paperwork before May 10, you may do so when the 
information is available; However, Sister Rose Leonard will not be available 
to review forms, answer your questions, etc. until June 3. After June 10, phone 
ahead to be sure Sister is on campus. Sifter will definitely be o^ campus 
June 17-21: Please DO NOT WAIT UNTIL the 24th.
